war,  had  we  less  than  thirty  general  offi- 
cers in  service. 

It  was  deemed  necessary  in  the  revolu- 
tion, and  it  is  understood  to  be  the  gene- 
ral practice  in  Europe  at  this  time,  to  liave 
at  least  one  brigadier  general  for  every 
two  thousand  men,  and  one  major  gene- 
ral for  every  four  thousand. 

In  this  country  we  have  never  lad  a 
grade  between  the  commander  in  chief  & 
that  of  a major  general  ; hence  it  was 
found  necessary,  in  the  “ continental  ar* 
my,”  to  give  to  the  senior  major  general, 
tlic  command  of  the  right  wing,  and  to 
the  next  in  rank  that  of  the  left ; which 
fiomthc  limited  number  of  general  offi- 
cers, often  left  a division  to  a bngaviifer,  a 
brigade  to  a colonel,  and  a regiment  to  a 
subordinate  field  officer  ; but  in  Europe 
this  difficulty  is  obviated  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  general  oflii  ers  ol  hlglier  grades. 

From  the  best  inlorniation  I have  been 
able  to  obtain  on  this  subject,  1 hfive  no 
hesitation  in  saying,  that  eight  major  gen« 
erals  and  s.xtcen  brigadie-rs,  to  command 
the  divisions  and  brigades  of  an  army  of 
thirty-five  thousand  men,  is  the  lowest 
estimate  which  the  uniform  practice  of 
France.  Russia  and  England  will  warrant, 
and  that  this  is  much  below  the  proper-' 
lion  of  officers  of  these  grades  actually 
employed  in  the  army  of  the  revolution. 

As  yon  have  not  required  my  opinion, 
whether  it  be  necessary  to  have  a Iiighef 
grade  than  tnat  of  major  g>  neral,  I have 
not  deemed  it  proper  to  touch  this  sub4 
jeet,  and  have  confined  myself  to  the  num*- 
her  of  major-generals  and  brigadiers  ne- 
cessary to  command  the  ditisions  and 
brigades  of  an  army  of  thirty-five  thou- 
salid  men.  It  may  not  however  be  im- 
proper to  remark,  that  if  it  is  intended  to 
have  no  higher  grade  than  that  of  major- 
general,  their  number  should  be  increas- 
et  to  eleven,  so  as  to  give  one  for  the 
chief  aommand,  one  for  eacli  wing,  and 
one  for  each  division  of  four  thousand 
men.
